THE OLDEST SCIENCE = Astrology 


Have you ever looked up the definition of the word "'science?" According to my 
dictionary, 1it has the following meanings: (1). Knowledge as of facts, phenomena, 
laws, and proximate causes, gained and verified by | exact observation, organized 
experiment, and correct thinking, (2) An exact and: systematic statement or 
classification of knowledge concerning some subject or group of subjects, (3) Any 
department of knowledge in which the results of investigation have been systematized 
1n the form of hypotheses and general laws subject to verification. 
| The foregoing definitions emphas1ize facts, Systematized knowledge, and 
verification. Perhaps the oldest sclience to lay claim to these things was the one 
most recently practiced by s|such men as Copernicus, Galileo, Kepler, and Newton. Oh 
yes, you say, they were actually astrologers. Both modern astronomy and psychology 
are descendants of the ancient science of astrology which reached its highest known 
pinnacle in Babylon during what we call the Chaldean Renaissance. 

It 1s the vogue in this day to ridicule the old sctience. Everyone 1s on the 
bandwagon to kiss the sacred cow of modern sc1ience which chooses to go so far as to 
lie about the true nature of some of our most revolutionary sclientists. "The stars 
can't influence my life" is a common objection to astrology. This shows the _ depth 
with which such people have studied astrology and how well qualified they are to 
criticize it - because astrology deals with planets rather than stars. 

"T read my horoscope in the daily paper for a week and it never made sense in 
terms of my life," another critic says. He gives himself away as being one of the 
gullible because he believes that the "horoscope" in the paper is real astrology in 
action. He doesn't know that such "horoscopes'" are based upon only the position of 
the sun.for that day. They are comparable to predicting the course of a horserace 
when all you know 1s the name of one horse. | 

Then there 1s the religious one who states: "The Bible says we should not 
practice astrology and that astrologers will be burned in hell." Little does this one 
realize that the wise men who attended Jesus. were astrologers, or that Numbers 2 of 
the Bible 1s a set of instructions on how to erect an astrological natal chart. 
Genes1is 49 1s loaded with good astrological information, too. After all, much of the 
Bible came from Babylon because the Hebrews had the knack of collecting all the good 
information that came their way. Even the Hebrew alphabet was a collected item - 
compliments of their worst enemies, the Assyrians. 

And, let's bring out one more misconception of the unenlightened. Most of us 
believe that the practice of astrology 1s the same as fortunetelling. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. The real astrologer (not the quack) knows that the future 
1s not fixed until it happens. Astrology can and does predict influences, Jjust as you 
do. You see that your spouse has a bad cold that makes him inattentive, s0o you say 
"Drive carefully” as he leaves the house. You are predicting that the cold will 
influence him to be less attentive to the task of driving the car. 

And, if you say that the planets can't influence your life, please realize that 
planet literally means "wanderer," referring to all bodies that wander in the heavens 
as we perceive them from earth. This includes the sun and the moon (it was the latter 
day astronomers who changed the meaning of the word "planet" to suit their own ends). 
Both the sun and the moon are very obvious examples of planets that do influence you. 
If you do not believe this, then go out to the edge of the sea at low tide, pitch your 
tent, and stay there for a day. If you stay in your tent without moving 1t when the 
tide comes in, we will all agree that the planets definitely do not influence you.
